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FOREWORD 


This  report  is  issued  annually  hy  the  Wyoming  State  Agricultural  Stabili- 
zation and  Conservation  Committee  to  summarize  the  accomplishment  of  the 
programs  administered  by  ASC  committees  within  the  State.  Prepared  for 
those  interested  in  the  agriculture  of  this  ojcea^  the  report  is  divided 
into  eleven  parts  which  include  Administrative , Rural  Environmental 
Assistance  Program^  Price  Support  Program^  Farm  Storage  Facility  and 
Drying  Equipment  Loan  Program j Beekeeper  Indemnity  Payment  Program ^ Wool 
Program j Cropland  Adjustment  Program 3 Livestock  Feed  Program 3 Compliance 
Program 3 Sugar  Program 3 Wheat  and  Feed  Grain  Programs. 

These  programs  have  far-reaching  effects  on  the  economy  of  the  State. 

The  Rural  Environmental  Assistance  Program  assists  farmers  in  conserving 
soil  and  promoting  sound  farming  practices  and  provides  financial  assis- 
tance to  farmers  for  projects  they  could  not  otherwise  complete.  The 
Price  Support  Programs  stabilize  the  price  of  commodities  with  commodity 
loans  and  purchase  agreements . The  Farm  Storage  Facility  and  Drying 
Equipment  Loan  Program  gives  farmers  encouragement  to  build  needed  grain 
storage  facilities  on  the  farm.  The  Beekeeper  Indemnity  Payment  Program 
provides  payments  to  beekeepers  for  loss  of  bees  due  to  pesticides  and 
herbicides  registered  and  approved  for  use  by  the  Federal  Government. 

The  Cropland  Adjustment  Program  assists  in  diversion  of  cropland  to  con- 
servation use.  The  Livestock  Feed  Program  helps  livestockmen  through 
severe  emergency  or  disaster  periods.  The  Compliance  Program  is  the 
process  of  determining  whether  program  objectives  are  being  achieved  on 
the  individual  participating  farm  and  on  a Rational  basis.  The  Sugar 
Program  allows  payments  to  growers  who  comply  with  minimum  wage  rates  and 
child-labor  regulations.  The  Wheat  and  Feed  Grain  Programs  permit  diver- 
sion of  cropland  to  conservation  uses  and  facilitate  surplus  prevention. 

We  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  express  our  deep  appreciation  to  the 
county  and  community  committees  for  the  work  they  have  done  in  making 
these  programs  successful.

1972  FISCAL  YEAR  COUNTY  EXPLFDITURES 


During  the  program  year  $19,988,740  was  disbursed  to  agricultural  producers 
in  the  State  of  Wyoming  through  farm  programs  administered  by  ASC  Commit- 
tees; $1,350,533  was  disbursed  through  commodity  loans;  $1,219,522  in  com- 
modity loans  was  extended  under  reseal  programs;  and  fifty-five  new  Farm 
Storage  and  Drying  Equipment  Loans  were  made  resulting  in  an  accumulative 
outstanding  balance  of  $338,238.  This  was  accomplished  with  an  administra- 
tive cost  of  $789,044  or  approximately  3.9  percent  of  the  dollar  amount 
involved.  The  following  listing  which  was  derived  from  the  summary  tables 
contained  on  pages  2 and  3 further  illustrates  the  comparison  of  adminis- 
trative expenses  to  program  and  loan  volume:

1972  RURAL  ENVIRONMENTAL  ASSISTANCE  PROGRAM  FOR  WYOMING 


Our  food,  clothing,  and  shelter  depend  on  conservation  of  our  seemingly 
abundant  natural  environmental  resources.  Installation  of  conservation 
measures  is  costly  and  many  conservation  measures  return  benefits  only  for 
future  generations,  or  tne  returns  may  be  insufficient  to  repay  the  cost 
over  a reasonable  period  of  time.  Therefore,  it  is  the  joint  responsibil- 
ity of  the  consumer  and  the  farmer  to  conserve  and  protect  our  agricultural 
resources.  To  help  protect  the  public  interest  in  tnese  resources.  Congress 
appropriated  $195,500,000  for  tne  1972  REAP  for  the  purpose  of  assisting 
farmers  and  ranchers  in  carrying  out  needed  conservation  work.  Ivyoming's 
snare  of  tiie  National  appropriation  amounted  to  $1,946,000*,  wnich  was  ex- 
pended under  direction  of  ASC  State  and  county  committees,  as  follows: 


$2,019,626  - in  cost-sharing  with  producers  for  completion  of  approved  en- 
vironmental improvement  practices.  Included  in  this  amount 
were  pooling  agreements  wiiich  benefited  1,227  farms. 


$84,072  - in  providing  technical  assistance  to  producers  througn  tne 
Soil  Conservation  Service  for  the  installation  of  specified 
practices.  This  assistance  included: 


(1)  a finding  that  the  practice  was  needed  and  practicable 
on  the  farm.

1971  COMMODITY  LOAN  AND  PURCHASE  PROGRAM 


PRICE  SUPPORT  --  Price  support  operations  have  been  carried  out  for 
specified  commodities  by  the  Commodity  Credit  Corporation  (CCC)  since 
1933.  Throughout  this  period  support  has  been  directed  or  authorized 
by  specific  legislation.  The  first  legislation  that  made  price  support 
mandatory  for  certain  commodities  was  The  Agricultural  Adjustment  Act 
of  1938. 

Price  Support  and  Production  Adjustment  Programs  work  together  in  help- 
ing balance  production  with  demand.  Price  support  operations  are  handled 
primarily  through  loans,  purchase  and  payment  programs. 

The  purpose  of  the  price  support  operations  is  to  stabilize,  support, 
and  protect  farm  income  and  prices;  to  assist  in  the  maintenance  of 
balanced  and  adequate  supplies  of  agricultural  commodities  and  their 
products,  and  to  facilitate  the  orderly  distribution  of  commodities. 

COMMODITY  LOAN  PROGRAM  --  Under  the  1971  Loan  Program,  applications  for 
price  support  were  accepted  until  March  31,  1972  on  honey,  dryed  beans 
and  rye;  until  April  30,  1972  on  barley,  oats,  and  wheat;  and  until 
June  30,  1972  on  corn.  The  loans  on  all  crops  matured  one  month  after 
the  final  date  for  accepting  applications  for  price  support. 

Thirty  days  prior  to  maturity  of  the  loans  the  borrower  was  notified 
of  these  alternatives  on  his  1971  crop  commodities: 

(1)  Pay  the  loan  in  full,  plus  3.6  per  cent  interest,  or 

(2)  Deliver  the  commodity  to  CCC,  or 

(3)  For  farm-stored  barley,  corn,  oats,  rye  and  wheat,  and  for 
warehouse-stored  barley,  oats  and  wheat,  the  commodity  can 
be  resealed  and  the  loan  extended  another  year.

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FARM  STORAGE  AND  DRYING  EQUIPMENT  LOANS 


OBJECTIVES . The  Storage  and  Drying  Equipment  Loan  Program  gives 
farmers  encouragement  to  build  needed  grain  storage  facilities  on 
the  farm.  By  having  needed  storage  the  farmer  can  store  his  grain 
at  harvest  time  and  safely  store  it  until  the  market  price  is  more 
favorable.  This  also  helps  to  reduce  the  market  glut  at  harvest 
time . 

Good  farm  storage  buildings  protect  grain  from  spoilage  through 
weather  and  insect  damage  and  prevent  loss  of  quality  from  con- 
tamination by  birds  and  rodents. 

WYOMING  CONSTRUCTION.  Since  June  1949,  when  this  program  was 
inaugurated,  about  7,589,309  bushels  of  new  farm  storage  has  been 
built  in  Wyoming  through  the  incentive  of  the  Farm  Storage  and 
Drying  Equipment  Loan  Program.  This  farm  storage  has  been  instru- 
mental in  bringing  about  more  orderly  and  timely  marketing  of 
Wyoming  grains.

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BEEKEEPER  INDEMNITY  PAYMENT  PROGRAM 


On  June  14,  1971,  the  Beekeeper  Indemnity  Payment  Program  was 
announced  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  in  accordance  with 
authority  under  Section  804  of  the  Agricultural  Act  of  1970. 

The  program  was  made  retroactive  to  cover  bee  losses  dating 
back  to  January  1,  1967.  It  is  authorized  through  1973. 

A beekeeper  is  eligible  for  indemnity  payment  if  he  suffered 
a loss  of  honey  bees  under  the  following  conditions:  If  he  used 

pesticides,  but  this  use  in  no  way  contributed  to  the  loss  of 
his  bees;  he  took  reasonable  precautions  to  protect  his  bees 
from  exposure  to  pesticides  if  he  had  advance  notice  that 
pesticides  were  going  to  be  used  near  his  bee  colonies,  and 
that  after  exposure  he  took  reasonable  action  to  reduce  the 
bee  loss;  the  loss  of  bees  was  due  entirely  to  the  use  of  pesti- 
cides, not  partially  due  to  some  other  cause. 

Indemnity  payments  can  be  made  only  in  cases  in  which  the  loss 
occurred  as  a result  of  the  use  of  economic  poisons  which  had 
been  registered  and  approved  for  use  by  the  Federal  Government. 

Applications  filed  and  paid  between  June  11,  1971  and  June  30, 
1972  are  summarized  in  the  following  table:

1971  MARKETING  YEAR  REPORT 


PROGRAM  OBJECTIVE  --  Under  the  National  Wool  Act  of  1954,  as  amended,  wool 
is  recognized  as  an  essential  and  strategic  commodity  not  produced  in  suf- 
ficient quantity  in  the  United  States.  It  is  the  declared  policy  of  Congress, 
as  a measure  of  national  security  and  for  the  general  economic  welfare,  to 
encourage  the  domestic  production  of  wool  at  prices  fair  to  both  producers 
and  consumers. 


Support  Level  --  The  support  level  for  shorn  wool  marketed  in  the  1971 
calendar  year  was  72  cents  per  pound.  The  Agricultural  Act  of  1970  provides 
for  the  support  of  shorn  wool  at  72  cents  per  pound  for  the  three  marketing 
years  ending  December  31  , 1973. 

Payments  to  Producers 

Shorn  Wool  - The  U.  S.  average  price  received  by  producers  for 
shorn  wool  in  1971  was  19.4  cents  per  pound.  The  payment  rate 
on  shorn  wool  was  271.1  percent  which  was  determined  as  follows:

announced  support  level). 


Each  producer's  wool  payment  was  determined  by  multiplying  his  net 
dollar  returns  from  marketings  of  shorn  wool  during  1971  by  the  pay- 
ment rate  of  271.1  percent. 

Nationally,  payments  through  June  15,  1972,  of  $85  million  were  made  to 
143,588  producers  or  about  169  million  pounds  of  shorn  wool  marketed  in 
1971.  In  Wyoming,  payments  of  $8,944,002  were  made  to  2,161  producers  on 
about  17.4  million  pounds  of  shorn  wool. 

Pul  led  Wool  - The  payment  rate  for  wool  on  unshorn  lambs  marketed  in 
1971  was  $2.10  per  hundredweight  of  lambs  to  compensate  growers  for 
the  wool  on  the  lambs.  This  rate  was  based  on  the  payment  rate  for 
shorn  wool,  the  average  weight  of  wool  per  hundred  pounds  of  lambs, 
and  the  value  of  pulled  wool  relative  to  the  value  of  shorn  wool:

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Nationally,  payments  through  June  15,  1972,  of  $17.2  million  were  made  to 
106,661  producers  on  9.8  million  cwt.  of  unshorn  lambs  marketed  in  1971.  In 
Wyoming  payments  of  $1,432,206  were  made  to  2,064  producers  on  682,009  cwt. 
of  unshorn  lambs. 

Production  and  Market  Conditions 


Production  - A steady  decline  in  sheep  numbers  began  in  1960  and  con- 
tinued through  1971.  The  number  of  stock  sheep  on  farms  and  ranches 
on  January  1,  1972,  totaled  15.8  million  head,  7.1  percent  less  than 
a year  earlier  and  45  percent  less  than  on  January  1,  1960.  Sheep 
numbers  on  January  1,  1972,  were  the  smallest  on  record. 

Shorn  wool  production  in  1971  declined  1.6  percent  from  a year  earlier, 
reflecting  a few  less  sheep  shorn  and  a minor  decrease  in  average 
weight  per  fleece.  The  159.1  million  pounds  produced  in  1971  was  40 
percent  below  1960. 

Production  of  pulled  wool  dropped  to  12.8  million  pounds  in  1971  from 
15.2  million  in  1970  and  33.6  million  in  1960. 

Market  Conditions  - Domestic  wool  prices  declined  sharply  during  the  year 
as  prices  of  imported  apparel  wool  dropped  and  mill  use  was  down 
consi derably . Returns  to  sheepmen  from  the  sale  of  wool  plus  payments 
under  the  program,  however,  normally  amount  to  only  about  one-quarter 
total  receipts  from  sheep  raising.  The  sale  of  lambs  for  meat  is  the 
major  source  of  returns  to  sheep  raisers. 

Lamb  prices  were  ralatively  unfavorable  during  1960-63,  with  a low 
of  $15.80  per  cwt.  in  1961.  Beginning  1964  prices  trended  toward 
reaching  $27.20  in  1969.  Lamb  prices  declined  in  1970  and  1971  but 
continued  relatively  favorable  at  $26.40  and  $25.90  per  cwt.,  respect- 
i vely. 

Prices  and  Income  - Low  domestic  wool  prices  continued  to  reflect  low 
world  prices  and  increased  competition  from  manmade  fibers.  The 
national  average  price  received  by  producers  for  shorn  wool  marketed 
in  1971  was  19.4  cents  per  pound,  16.1  cents  lower  than  a year  earlier. 

Total  wool  returns  (receipts  from  sales  plus  payments)  to  producers 
were  up  $9  million  from  a year  earlier  because  of  increased  market- 
ings despite  reduced  production  and  lower  prices. 

Advertising  and  Promotion  - Deductions  from  producers'  payments  to  be 
used  for  advertising  and  promotion  of  wool  and  lamb  were  made  in  1971 
at  the  rate  of  1 1/2  cents  a pound  on  shorn  wool  and  7 1/2  cents  a 
hundred  pounds  on  unshorn  lambs.  Advertising  and  promotional  activities 
were  carried  out  by  the  American  Sheep  Producers  Council  organized 
for  these  purposes  by  sheep  growers.  Deductions  on  1971  marketings 
totaled  about  $3.0  million.

HOW  IS  WOOL  PROGRAM  FINANCED?  Money  for  the  incentive  payments  comes 
from  import  duties  collected  on  all  wool  and  wool  manufactured  goods 
from  any  foreign  country. 

SUMMARY . The  tables  on  the  following  pages  give  a rather  complete  statis- 
tical story  of  the  Wool  Program  as  it  operated  in  Wyoming  in  the  1971 
marketing  year.  Tables  for  previous  marketing  years  may  be  found  in  the 
ASCS  Annual  Reports  for  previous  years. 
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CROPLAND  ADJUSTMENT  PROGRAM 


The  Cropland  Adjustment  Program  was  established  under  Title  VI  of 
the  Food  and  Agriculture  Act  of  1965. 

OBJECTIVES.  The  Cropland  Adjustment  Program  (CAP)  seeks  generally  -- 
through  adjustment  and  conservation  payments  --  to  divert  cropland 
not  needed  at  present  for  agricultural  production  into  some  recrea- 
tion or  conservation  use.  Agreements  are  for  5 to  10  years.  If  the 
farmer  agrees  to  permit  public  access,  without  charge,  to  his  CAP 
land  for  hunting,  fishing,  hiking,  or  trapping,  he  can  receive  an 
extra  incentive  payment  under  the  program. 

CAP  is  a long  range  program  under  which  farmers  have  voluntarily 
agreed  to  take  cropland  out  of  production  from  5 to  10  years  and 
devote  it  to  a recreation  or  conservation  use.  In  return,  the  farmer 
receives  an  annual  adjustment  payment  based  on  the  value  of  crops 
previously  grown  and  the  productivity  of  the  acreage  put  into  the 
program.  The  farmer  also  can  receive  cost-sharing  for  establishing 
approved  protective  cover  on  the  land.  They  may  not  harvest  a crop 
from  the  designated  acres  or  graze  them  except  when  authorized  in 
emergencies . 

GREENSPAN.  Greenspan  is  also  authorized  under  Title  VI  of  the  Food 
and  Agriculture  Act  of  1965.  Under  Greenspan  governmental  bodies  can 
receive  financial  help  in  obtaining  cropland  for  permanent  conversion 
to  open  space,  public  recreation,  wildlife  habitat,  natural  beauty, 
and  other  uses  that  control  air  and  water  pollution.  The  cropland 
must  be  land  taken  out  of  production  of  crops  not  needed  at  present 
time.  Greenspan  land-acquisition  grants  may  cover  up  to  50  percent 
of  the  cost  of  cropland  acquired  under  its  provisions. 

There  is  very  little  cropland  adjacent  to  local  towns  and  cities  in 
Wyoming,  so  there  will  be  limited  activity  in  Greenspan.  In  1971, 
we  had  no  requests  for  assistance  under  Greenspan. 

SUMMARY.  The  following  tables  show  the  extent  of  agreements  signed 
under  the  regular  Cropland  Adjustment  Program  in  the  first  two  years 
of  the  program  (1966  and  1967).  No  funds  were  available  to  enter  into 
new  agreements  since  1967.

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1971-72  LIVESTOCK  FEED  PROGRAM 


OBJECTIVE.  The  Livestock  Feed  Program  is  to  help  livestockmen  through 
severe  emergency  or  disaster  periods  so  they  can  maintain  their  breed- 
ing herds,  which  are  the  foundation  of  their  ranching  businesses. 

ADMINISTRATION  OF  PROGRAM.  Under  the  Livestock  Feed  Program,  Commodity 
Credit  Corporation  owned  feed  grains  are  offered  at  reduced  prices  in 
keeping  with  local  support  levels  for  the  kinds  of  grain  supplied.  The 
grain,  as  available,  is  offered  through  the  Agricultural  Stabilization 
and  Conservation  Service  (ASCS)  county  committees,  and  they  are  charged 
with  the  responsibility  for  determining  eligibility  of  individual  live- 
stock owners  for  assistance. 

ACTIVITY  IN  WYOMING.  The  winter  of  1971-72  was  abnormally  early  and 
severe  in  four  southwestern  Wyoming  counties,  Carbon,  Lincoln,  Sweetwater 
and  Uinta.  The  storms  started  in  October  and  by  the  first  of  December 
many  ranchers  were  faced  with  either  finding  cheaper  feed  or  selling 
their  breeding  herds.  Many  ranchers,  who  could,  moved  their  livestock, 
at  great  expense,  to  other  areas  and  other  states.  Hay  and  grain  became 
scarce  and  prices  skyrocketed.  The  problems  were  presented  to  the 
County  USDA  Disaster  Committees  in  each  of  the  four  counties.  The 
Disaster  Committee  in  each  county  recommended  that  their  county  be 
declared  an  emergency  area  in  which  assistance  would  be  given  under  the 
Livestock  Feed  Program.  The  State  USDA  Disaster  Committee  met  and  rec- 
ommended to  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  that  the  four  counties  be 
declared  an  emergency  area  since  the  severe  prolonged  storm  conditions 
had  reduced  feed  supplies  to  the  point  where  assistance  was  needed  to 
help  eligible  livestockmen  preserve  and  maintain  foundation  herds  and 
other  eligible  livestock.  Governor  Stan  Hathaway  certified  the  need 
for  the  program.  On  January  7,  1972  these  counties  were  designated  by 
the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  as  areas  of  emergency  in  which  assistance 
will  be  given  under  the  Livestock  Feed  Program.

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COMPLIANCE 


All  farm  programs  administered  by  ASCS  which  are  passed  by 
Congress  are  designed  to  assist  farmers,  either  directly  or 
indirectly.  Program  implementation  involves  an  agreement  of 
some  type  between  the  participating  farmer  and  the  Government. 

In  general,  the  program  agreement  between  the  farmer  and  the 
Government  involves  certain  established  terms  and  conditions 
to  fulfill  program  objectives.  In  order  to  earn  program  bene- 
fits, the  participating  producer  is  ooligated  to,  depending 
upon  the  program,  carry  out  certain  terms  and  conditions.  For 
carrying  out  these  terms  and  conditions,  the  Federal  Government 
is  obligated  to  make  certain  assistance  available  to  the  produ- 
cer, such  as  payments,  technical  help  in  conservation,  etc. 

Why  Compliance?  What  is  the  Compliance  Program? 

Compliance  is  the  process  of  determining  whether  program  objec- 
tives are  being  achieved  on  the  individual  participating  farm 
and  on  a National  basis. 

Compliance  is  an  essential  part  of  ASCS  programs.  It  cuts 
across  all  program  lines  and  bridges  the  gap  between  basic 
program  provisions  and  the  farmer's  intentions  in  carrying  out 
his  responsibilities  in  order  for  him  to  receive  program  bene- 
fits and  payments. 

Compliance  is  one  of  our  most  important  operations,  and  must  be 
done  fairly  and  timely.  State  and  county  committeemen  have  a 
major  responsibility  in  this  field.  From  the  Secretary  on  down, 
ASCS  officials  are  vitally  concerned  that  all  participating 
farmers  receive  fair  and  equitable  treatment  under  the  terms 
and  conditions  of  the  programs  administered  by  ASCS. 

Compliance  began  with  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Act  of  1938. 
Performance  and  Compliance  operations  have  come  a long  way  from 
its  inception.  At  the  start,  each  and  every  field  on  each  farm 
was  measured.  Now  this  is  done  by  certification.  In  the  begin- 
ning, hundreds  of  reporters  were  hired  to  determine  producers ' 
compliance.  Few  are  needed  now.  The  farmer  now  has  tools,  such 
as  aerial  photography,  photocopies,  official  acreages,  and  mea- 
surement service  facilities  to  help  him  determine  acreages  for 
program  compliance.  They  now  report  farm  acreages  with  extreme 
accuracy.  At  the  beginning  of  farmer  certification  of  compliance, 
a large  number  of  farms  were  spot  checked.  Now,  only  20  to  25 
percent  of  the  participating  farms  are  checked. 
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During  the  past  1972  program  year,  a total  of  2337  Wyoming 
farmers  certified  their  acreages  under  the  wheat  and  feed  grain 
programs.  Another  621  sugarbeet  producers  certified  their 
sugarbeet  acreages.  Thirty-nine  certified  their  CAP  acreages, 
and  41  certified  sugarbeet  abandonment  acreages. 

Of  the  3038  farms  that  certified  their  1972  acreages,  spot 
checks  were  made  by  county  office  personnel  on  779,  or  about 
26  percent  of  the  certifying  farms.  These  spot-checks  disclosed 
only  7 discrepancies  in  the  acreages  certified  by  the  farmer 
and  those  found  by  county  office  spot  check.  We  think  that  this 
shows  the  integrity  and  accuracy  the  Wyoming  farmers  have  used 
in  certifying  their  program  acreages. 


Aerial  Photography 

Aerial  photography  is  our  most  basic  tool  for  determining  com- 
pliance with  program  provisions  ’and  acreages.  The  use  of  aerial 
photography  provides  a pictorial  record  of  land  areas  involved, 
and  acreages  of  such  areas  can  be  determined  in  most  instances 
directly  from  the  photographs. 

The  use  of  aerial  photography  for  program  purposes  began  in  1935. 
Prior  to  this  date,  acreages  of  crops  and  other  land  uses  were 
determined  entirely  from  ground  measurements  and  sketch  maps 
made  by  farm  reporters,  who  visited  over  6,000,000  farms  annually. 

ASCS  flies  approximately  300,000  square  miles  of  new  photography 
every  year.  Average  use  of  photographs  in  a county  office  runs 
from  6 to  10  years. 

Measurement  services  for  determining  acreages  are  provided,  upon 
the  farmer's  request,  at  actual  cost.  Charges  for  measurement 
services  in  Wyoming  are  $5.00  per  farm,  plus  5<:  per  measured 
acreage.  This  is  a very  moderate  cost  and  can,  where  a farmer 
is  not  sure  of  his  crop  or  other  acreages,  prevent  him  from  a 
loss  of,  or  reduction  in  his  program  payments. 
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1972  SUGAR  PROGRAM 


The  sugar  program  is  designed  to  assure  adequate  supplies  of 
sugar  for  consumers  at  reasonable  prices  and  to  maintain  a 
healthy  and  competitive  domestic  sugar  industry.  The  legis- 
lation provides  quotas  for  domestic  and  foreign  producing 
areas  and,  if  necessary,  individual  proportionate  shares  for 
domestic  cane  and  beet  producers.  Proportionate  shares  were 
not  in  effect  for  the  Years  1961-1964.  Increasing  sugarbeet 
acreage  and  sugar  carry  over  during  the  period  made  it  neces- 
sary to  impose  acreage  restrictions  for  the  1965  and  1966 
crops.  Since  then  there  have  been  no  restrictions,  and  there 
were  none  for  1972.  For  1972,  producers  could  plant  all  the 
sugar  beets  that  the  sugar  factory  would  contract. 

The  basic  payment  rate  is  80C  per  CWT  of  sugar  commercially 
recoverable,  raw  value.  This  rate  is  reduced  by  successive 
steps  on  production  above  7,000  CWT. 

Payments  to  growers  of  beets  are  financed  out  of  the  general 
fund  of  the  U.  S.  Treasury.  However,  sugar  taxes  provide 
funds  for  the  Treasury  which  more  than  offset  all  cost  of  the 
program. 

Beet  growers  wanting  to  qualify  for  sugar  payments  are  required 
to  pay  sugar  beet  workers  in  full  for  labor  at  rates  not  less 
than  those  determined  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  to  be 
fair  and  reasonable.  They  must  also  observe  limitations  on 
the  use  of  child  labor. 

Tbe  1972  crop  was  a record  crop,  with  a harvested  yield  of  19.95 
tons  per  acre,  and  a planted  yield  of  19.45  tons  per  acre.

Sugar 
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1972  WHEAT  PROGRAM 


The  Agricultural  Act  of  1970  sets  a new  course  for  farm  pro- 
grams toward  a more  market-oriented  agriculture.  By  giving 
farmers  more  management  options,  it  increases  their  range  of 
marketing  opportunities.  The  Act  applies  to  wheat  and  feed 
grains  for  1971,  1972  and  1973,  and  is  designed  to  help 
producers  find  and  develop  new  markets;  compete  to  hold 
existing  markets;  maintain  competitive  pricing;  and  keep  high 
quality  supplies  available  to  buyers.  It  provides  farmers 
more  freedom  and  responsibility  to  decide  which  crops  they 
can  grow  most  efficiently,  and  to  adjust  their  production  to 
meet  projected  demands. 

The  set-aside  plan  introduced  by  the  Act  replaced  the  crop  by 
crop  acreage  restriction  of  earlier  programs.  Acreage  allot- 
ments and  bases  formerly  controlled  how  much  of  certain  crops 
a farmer  could  grow.  Under  the  new  plan,  a participating 
farmer  sets  aside  from  crop  use  his  share  of  the  National  land 
diversion  requirement;  maintains  his  established  conserving 
ease  for  the  farm  : his  remaining  cropland  is  available  for  his 
ciiosen  use.  For  so  doing,  the  producer  who  joins  in  the 
attempt  to  match  United  States  output  with  market  demand  earns 
a paymen.t  equal  to  the  farm  yield,  times  his  domestic  allotment, 
times  the  difference  between  the  National  average  market  price 
for  the  first  5 months  of  the  marketing  year,  and  the  parity 
price  on  July  1.  For  1972,  the  National  average  was  $1.68; 
parity  $3.02;  the  difference  is  $1.34  per  bushel  payment  to  the 
eligible  growers. 

Under  the  1972  Wheat  Program,  producers  were  offered  an  addi- 
tional option  to  voluntarily  set  aside  wheat  cropland  equivalent 
up  to  75%  of  his  domestic  allotment.  The  payment  rate  for  the 
additional  option  was  94^  per  bushel,  times  the  farms  estab- 
lished yield,  times  the  acreage  voluntarily  set  aside.

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1972  WHEAT  SET-ASIDE  PARTICLE ATLON  BY  COUNTY 
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1972  FEED  GRAIN  PROGRAM 


The  basic  goals  of  the  1972  Feed  Grain  Program  were  to  give 
farmers  more  opportunity  for  decision  making  on  their  farms 
and  to  protect  and  improve  their  incomes.  The  1972  Set-Aside 
Proaram  provisions  v;ere  designed  to  help  American  agriculture 
cut  back  on  the  acreage  planted  to  all  crops  and  to  encourage 
farmers  to  produce  those  crops  which  best  fit  their  farming 
operation,  reduce  carryover  stock,  help  keep  our  agricultural 
production  in  line  with  anticipated  needs,  and  encourage 
farmers  to  put  greater  reliance  on  the  market  place  as  the 
principal  source  of  farm  income. 

Z^eed  grain  in  Wyoming  for  the  crop  year  19  72  , included  corn, 
grain  sorghum  and  barley.  Participation  in  the  program  re- 
quired that  a producer  must  have  a history  of  raising  a feed 
grain  in  the  years  1959-60.  This  acreage  established  a base 
for  the  grower. 

The  cziarts  on  tZie  following  pages  deal  with  basic  data  for 
eligible  and  participating  feed  grain  farms,  percentage  of 
participation,  and  payment  earned. 

Program  Requirements  and  Payment  Rates. 

In  order  to  participate  in  the  1972  Feed  Grain  Set-Aside  Pro- 
gram, an  eligible  producer  was  required  to  meet  the  m.inimumi 
qualifying  requirements  by  maintaining  his  conserving  base 
and  to  set  aside  a cropland  acreage  of  average  productivity 
equal  to  25%  of  his  total  feed  grain  base.  For  this  qualify- 
ing participation,  he  would  receive  a payment  rate  of  80<:  per 
bushel  for  corn;  16^  for  grain  sorghum,  and  6 4<:  for  barley, 
on  the  established  farm  yield  times  the  qualifying  set-aside 
acres  (25%  of  the  farm  base) . 

In  addition  to  the  qualifying  set-aside  of  25%  he  could  choose 
one  of  the  following  two  alternatives : 

(1)  He  could  set  aside  an  additional  acreage  up  to  10%  of  his 
corn-sorghum  base  at  a payment  rate  of  52^  per  bushel  for  corn; 
49<:  for  grain  sorghum,  multiplied  by  the  established  yield  for 
each  crop.  Barley  growers  were  offered  up  to  20%  additional 
set-aside  at  42<^  per  bushel,  multiplied  by  the  established 
yield.  This  was  the  only  option  that  offered  additional 
voluntary  set-aside  for  barley.  (If  a producer  with  a corn- 
sorghum  base  wanted  to  make  maximum  set-aside  under  this  cZnoice, 
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he  could  offer  an  additional  5 or  10%  of  the  base  at  the  52<: 
rate  for  corn;  49  for  sorghum,  at  the  option  of  the  Secretary 
of  Agriculture,  who  would  announce  at  a later  date  whether  he 
would  accept  the  offer.)  These  offers  were  accepted. 

(2)  He  could  set  aside  an  additional  10%  of  his  corn-sorghum 
base  at  an  80 rate  for  corn;  76 <:  rate  for  grain  sorghum, 
provided  he  agreed  to  reduce  his  corn  sorghum  plantings  from 
last  year  by  twice  the  average  of  his  additional  set-aside. 

(If  a producer  wanted  to  make  maximum  set-aside  under  this 
choice,  he  could  offer  an  additional  5%  of  his  corn-sorghum 
base  at  the  80 rate  for  corn;  76 rate  for  sorghum,  at  the 
option  of  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  who  would  announce 
at  a later  date  whether  he  would  accept  the  offer.  These 
offers  were  accepted.
